This is intended as a full and complete response to the Office Action dated 
November 8, 2004. Applicant requests petition for a revival of an application for patent 
abandoned unintentionally under 37 CFR 1.137(b) on the grounds that the entire delay 
in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable 
petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional.
